How Canada Compares with Other 

Countries is Shown by Article of 
E. S. Hopkins 

As the value of the wheat crop on 
the prairie is normally about fifty per 
cent of the total value of the entire 
annual agricultural production of the 
prairie provinces, it is interesting to 
learn how the yields of this import¬ 
ant crop in Canada compare with 
those in other countries. Briefly stat¬ 
ed, Canada has a much higher average 
yield per acre than any other wheat 
exporting oountry. Some countries 
which import wheat have a higher’av- 
erage yield per acre than Canada hut 
there are only a few of these, such as 
the United Kingdom, Germany and 
Denmark, which have a yield consider¬ 
ably higher, while the total quantity 
produced by these countries is rela¬ 
tively very small. Moreover, the ex¬ 
pense of producing wheat in these 
countries is extremely high. Even 
such an important wheat producing 
country as France has an average 
yield of only two bushels per acre 
higher than Canada, while both Italy 
and Rumania have lower yields per 
acre. The average yield per acre of 
wheat, over a period of 23 years, for 
the following chief exporting coun¬ 
tries of the world, is as follows: Can¬ 
ada 17.8 bushels, United States 14.1, 
India 11.3, Argentine 10.6, and Aus¬ 
tralia 10.4. In Russia the average 
yield over a periotj of 16 years, was 
9.4 bushels per acre. It will be seen 
therefore, that Canada enjoys some 
considerable advantage over other 
exporting countries. This advantage 
is due in part to a natural adaptation 
of wheat to the soil and climate of this 
country, and also, to improved meth¬ 
ods of cultivation as well as to better 
varieties of wheat which have been in¬ 
troduced by scientific argriculture. 
Nevertheless, in spite of this very fav¬ 
ourable showing in average yield per 
acre, Canada is unfortunate in having 
the greatest variation from year to 
j^ear of any large exporting country 
in the world. This large variation ex¬ 
ists rvot only between individual years 
but also between averages of two suc¬ 
cessive year periods and of five suc¬ 
cessive year periods. The lowest yield 
per acre ever ecured in Canada as a 
whole, was 10.1 bushels in 1919, while 
the highest yield was 26.0 bushels in 
1916. The five year periodl, from 1917 
to 1921, had an average yield of only 
12.8 bushels per acre, while the five 
year period, from 1901 to 1905, had 
an average yield of 21.2 bushels pet 
acre. Australia, while having leSs 
variation than Canada in bushels per 
acre, has a larger variation in per cent 
of the average yield. For example, in 
Australia in 1903 the average yield 
was only 2.6 bushels per acre while 
in 1921, the highest yield on record, 
it was 16.0 bushels per acre. The out¬ 
standing facts; then in the Canadian 
production of wheat arc that the av¬ 
erage yield per acre is much better 
than in any other exporting country 
in the world but that, unfortunately, 
the variation from year to year is al¬ 
so greater than in any other country. 
The reason for this great variation in 
yield is due predominately to variation 
in rainfall. When the season is dry 
the yield is small. It is self evident, 
therefore, that experimental work is 
urgently required to try to improve 
this condition. It is the subject of 
Experimental Farms to experiment in 
order to discover methods of farming 
which will reduce the injurious effects 
of dry years. The high average yield 
per acre, which Canada now enjoys in 
comparison with that of other coun¬ 
tries, is due in quite a large part to 
the results of scientific agriculture. 
There remains yet the difficult task 
of reducing the losses suffered in dry 


ALBERTABUTTER 

Estimated that Alberta will Produ^ 
During 1925 about 25,000,000 lbs. 
of Creamery Butter 


It is estimated that Alberta during 
1925, if we have a fair run of luck, 
will turn out 25,000,000 lbs. of cream¬ 
ery butter. This year indications are 
tliat 89 creameries will produce ap¬ 
proximately 21,500,000 lbs. In 1923, 
75 creameries made 17, 868,000 lbs. 
In 1922, 64 creameries made 15,417,000 
lbs. Our exports this year will be 
around 4,000,000 lbs., while in 1922 we 
exported about 1,000,000 lbs. With the 
increased make forecasted for next 
year we should export about 8,000,000 
lbs. These figures show splendid in¬ 
creases in production and the progress 
is largely due to the improvement in 
quality, particularly so in our export 
trade. F'orty thousand creamery pat¬ 
rons in Alberta are interested in the 
quality of the butter that is turned 
out and to handle their product skilled 
help is required. Short oourses in 
creamery work are being held again 
under the direction of Prof. C. P. Mar¬ 
ker, of the department of dairying, the 
first of the year opening at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta, Monday, January 
5, and finishing Saturday, January 24. 
All questions relating to the industry 
will be taken up as fully as time will 
permit and those who are following 
one of our most rapidly developing 
industries, can be greatly benefited by 
lecturea and demonstration work. 


Federal Cabinet Handa Temporary! 

Christmas Present to the Coun¬ 
try 

The cabinet’s Christmas present to 
the country is temporary restoration 
of the Crow’s Nest rates set aside by 
the board of railway commissioners. I 
The rates are restored pending appeal- 
to the supreme court of Canada by the ^ 
prairie provinces and they are effective [ 
within fifteen days, but, “no person or 
corporation” is given the right to de¬ 
mand any - refund on freight charges! 
paid or owing “in respect of any ship -' 
ments made during the period during 
which the higher rates have been or 
are in force.” 

The cabinet council reached its de¬ 
cision after a series of meetings and, 
following the hearing of argument onj 
appeal by the prairie provinces j 
against the decision at the railway 
board, and it was not till December 
26 that the governor-general approved 
the cabinet’s formal order-in-council. J 
This outlines the proceedings before 
the railway board, the decision of the 
board ordering the Crow’s Nest tariffs 
filed on July 7 to be withdrawn, the 
subsequent tariffs filed on July 7 to be 
withdrawn subsequent to appeal both 
to the cabinet and to the supreme 
court, and the questions the court will 
be asked to answer. 

“It thus appears,” continues the br- 
der-in-council, “that the petitioners 
(the prairie provinces) have reported 
to the supreme court of Canada to 
have determined the questions of law 
and jurisdiction. Under these circum¬ 
stances, your committee (i. e. 
cabinet) is of the opinion that what¬ 
ever the power of the council may be 
in the premises, it is absolutely neces¬ 
sary that the counsel should be advis¬ 
ed as to the exact situation in refer¬ 
ence to these questions of law and jur¬ 
isdiction before taking any action 
toward the readjustment of rates 
sought by the petitioners. 

“Your committee is of the opinion 
however, that your excellency-in¬ 
council has power to grant a stay of 
proceedings, or postpone the opera¬ 
tion of the order of the board com¬ 
plained of, pending the outcome of the 
appeal to the supreme court of Canada 
above referred to, and to direct that 
the said order of the board be varied 
by providing that the tariffs therein 
referred to shall again become opera¬ 
tive and remain in effect until further 
order of the board following the de¬ 
cision of the supreme court upon the 
said appeal. 

“The committee, therefore, recom¬ 
mend that general order of the board, 
number 408, be varied so as to pro¬ 
vide that the tariffs therein- referred 
to shall again become operative within 
16 days after the date hereof, and re¬ 
main in effect until further order of 
the board-following the decision of the 
supreme court of Canada and on the 
appeal to it from the board hereinbe¬ 
fore referred to, but that such varia¬ 
tion shall not be deemed to give any 
person the right to demand any refund 
of freight charges paid or owing in 
respect of any shipment made during 
the period during which the higher 
rates have been or are in force. 

“The committee is also of the opin¬ 
ion that it is manifestly in the best 
interests of all sections of the Domin¬ 
ion, as well as of the parties immed¬ 
iately involved in the appeal to the 
supreme court of Canada, that all 
parties should join in expediting the 
hearing of the said appeal.” 

The supreme court meets again for 
judgments on December 30 and it is 
possible that application will then be 
made for a hearing of the appeal, 
otherwise, there will be no sitting of 
the court until February.

WH^RE MIGHTY RIVERS ARE BORN 


. - . 
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F ROM the snow-capped peak of 
Mount Robson and other great 
mountains along the main line 
of the Canadian National Railways 
in Alberta and British Columbia, 
there is a constant trickle of water 
which, commencing as a small 
mountain torrent, grows until it 
reaches the dimensions of a mighty 
river on its way either to the ocean, 
to Hudson's Bay or to interior 
lakes. Fields of ice, stretching as 
far as the eye can see, provide the, 
source of many stream! which 
lattr become large enough to bear 


the burdens of c<ynmerce from the 
interior to the ocean outlets to the 
world. 

Mount Robson, which is seen 
from the trains of the Canadian 
National Railway, is 13,068 feet 
high, and the highest peak of the 
Canadian Rockies. This year the 
Alpine Club of Canada, numbering 
among its members the most emin¬ 
ent authorities on mountain lore, 
will hold its annual camp at the 
foot of this monarch of the 
Rockies, and numerous peaks sur¬ 
rounding the district will be climb¬ 
ed by the hardy lovers of outdoor 
Ufa. 


Canadian National trains stop at 
the foot of Mount Robson in order 
that travellers may see this mas¬ 
sive peak, towering until it seems 
to pierce the very sky-line, and 
scarcely a tourist passes through 
who does not attempt to get one or 
more photographic memoirs of his 
or her trip.

No. 2, the massive ice seracs which 
lie behind Mount Robson; No. 3, 
one of the mighty glaciers which

Thirty-four people were victims of a 
fire at Hobart, Okla., on Christmas 
Eve, when a fire broke out at an en¬ 
tertainment in a country school. 

Turkeys shipped to New York early 
in December by the Poultry Service, 
Alberta branch for farmers, will re¬ 
ceive a net price of 25 cents per lb. 

Henry Geisler sold his farm near 
Brant to Mr. J. C. Thompson, of 
Spring Coulee for a good considera¬ 
tion. Mr. Geisler will continue to re¬ 
side on the farm. 

The Community Hall at Brant is be¬ 
ing constructed by Archie Wilson and 
with good weather will be rushed to 
completion. 'Such a building has been 
long wanted in Brant and will be well 
patronized. 

The Board of Public Utilities paid 
gas users on the gas line between Cal¬ 
gary and Macleod a peculiar Christ¬ 
mas Greeting, when they decided they 
should pay additional tribute to the 
wealthy shareholders of the Gas Fuel 
and Power Co. 

Ottawa has restored the Crow’s 
Nest Pass rates pending an appeal be¬ 
fore the Supreme Court of Canada on 
Railway Commission decision. The 
action is a compromise but not 
effective for 15 days. An early decis¬ 
ion is anticipated. 

Canada’s highest Rocky Mountain 
is Mount Robson, 13,069 feet high, ly¬ 
ing north of the Yellowhead Pass on 
the Canadian National Railways and 
contained within the Mt. Robson Pro¬ 
vincial Park of British Columbia. It 
has been climbed a few times in rrcent 
years. 

Montreal hears that the much talk¬ 
ed about Hotel Scribe property in 
Paris, acquired by the Canadian Na¬ 
tional Railways, has been leased to a 
hotel company. The lease is for 46 
years on the cost of the property, the 
hotel company paying all taxes on the 
property and also insurance. 

President Coolidge polled morer 
votes in the November election than 
hi3 two principal competitors combin¬ 
ed, and had a popular plurality of 7,- 
338,827—the largest ever given as 
presidential candidate. Complete of¬ 
ficial returns show the vote for Cool¬ 
idge was 16,718,789, compared /XRh 
8,378,962 for John W. Davis aid Ik 
822,319 for Robert M. Follette.(Tjie 
total popular vote for the three lead¬ 
ing candidates was 29,920,070. In 1920 
for all candidates it was 26,711,183. 

The Dominion government gets on 
an average of $36 per head from taxa¬ 
tion. It is spent as follows: It c<6sts 
$6 to collect the revenue; $5 for jsol- 
diers’ pension and reestablishment; 
$11 to defray all costs of ordinal 
government, irvcluding administration, 
military defence, public works, and all 
other national'expenses. The remain¬ 
ing $15 per head per year is necessary 
to pay the interest on our national 
debt. 

Germany has borrowed $10,000,000 
in New York and $5,000,000 in London 
to place its railroads upon a working 
basis. Germany’s pretences that she 
is poor do not seem <o impress the fin¬ 
anciers of countries with money to 
lend. The railway system of that 
country comprises about 33,000 miles 
of road, has 31,000 locomotives, 70,- 
000 passenger cars and 760,000 freight 
cars, the condition of which is super¬ 
ior to the pre-war conditions, due to 
the unremitting efforts by the German 
government after the war to improve 
them. 

Wth a fine spirit the New York 
Times has relerred to the successes 
oi Canadian farmers at the Interna- 
tvonla Live Stock Exposition in Chi¬ 
cago, where J. C. Mitchell, of Dahin- 
da, Saskatchewan, was, for the third 
time, awarded the grand champion¬ 
ship for the grower of the best bushel 
of wheat. The winning bushel of 
wheat was one in 650 specimens en¬ 
tered by the United States and Can¬ 
ada. Referring to the fact that Mr. 
Mitchell was originally a ootton weav¬ 
er, the New York Times says if any¬ 
body not of the soil, not trained to 
the furrow, wants to contest the palm 
with Champion Mitchell, there is still 
land to be taken up in Canada. His 
success points the way. From cotton¬ 
weaving to wheat-growing it was not 
such a hard road to travel. Why pity 
the farmer when there are such joys 
to be known, such victories to be 
achieved by the uninitiated ?

The village has 
a chemical fire-fighting apparatus 
I which was insufficient to cope with the 
' conditions when the alarm was finally 
| turned in and the fire had gained con- 
I side: able headway. The fire started 
apparently in the engine room, which 
with the office was left in the usual 
care by Mr. Yeomans and his assist¬ 
ant at about 6 o’clock when retiring 
to their homes. About 4:15 o’clock in 
the morning, Mr. Martin, living, near¬ 
by discovered the flames and put in an 
alarm which was responded to by a 
number of the citizens with the chem¬ 
ical apparatus but by this time the 
office and the engine room were well 
ablaze and the fire was into the main 
elevator. The cupalo soon fell in and 
a draft was generated through the 
building which made a hot fire 
and was beyond any ordinary control. 
The wind luckily changed to away 
from the town and no damage to other 
property was done. The crowd of men 
moved the railroad cars to safety 
places, and all of these were saved ex¬ 
cept one next to the elevator. The 
grain in the elevator was destroyed 
for milling purposes, but some of it 
may be used for feeding. 

FIELD CROP VALUE 

Alberta’s field crop this year is es¬ 
timated- by the Dominion bureau of 
statistics to be worth $129,239,000 and 
the crop of the Dominion is placed at 
$948,663,000, the total for the whole 
of Canada being greater than that of 
last year, but the provincial yield, is 
about $36,000,000 less. The Alberta 
total is made up as follows:

potato market has shown, may prove 
to be a little low.

Creating a new record for the 13 
years it has been in business, the 
Saskatchewan Co-operative Eleva¬ 
tor Company will have handled 50,- 
000,000 bushels of grain through its 
commission department in the 1923- 
4 season, it is announced. The es¬ 
timate of grain handled through 
terminal elevators for the 1923-4 
season is 58,000,000 bushels. 

The steel superstructure of the 
new Ste. Anne de Beaupre Basilica, 
which is to replace the destroyed , 
edifice at the famous shrine, has 
now been completed and it is ex¬ 
pected that by next July the ex¬ 
terior of the church will be nearly 
finished. Tt is not anticipated, how¬ 
ever, that the building will be en¬ 
tirely ready until July, 1926. In 
the meant'me, thousands of pil¬ 
grims continue to visit the shrine 
and several miracles have been re¬ 
cently reported. 

Figures issued by the Department 
of Agriculutre for the Province of 
Quebec show that there has been

Charles J. Pernigotti, a native of 
Danbury, Conn., has received a com¬ 
mission from the Prince of Wales to 
paint some of his blooded stock on 
the E. P. ranch, near High River, 
on the Canadian Pacific lines in Al¬ 
berta. Pernigotti, who has pttained 
a reputation as a painter of animals, 
says the commission was awarded 
during the Prince’s stay at Syosset 
He will commence work the latter 
part of October 

As a result of the survey con¬ 
ducted by the newly formed Graphic 
Arts Association, printing and allied 
trades are now shown to constitute 
the second largest industry in Win¬ 
nipeg, Man., representing an invest¬ 
ment of $10,054,318, and providing 
employment for 12,000 people. The 
report shows that during 1923 tht 
sum of $3,619,322 was paid in 
salaries. 

With the approaching close ol 
the tourist season, plans are being 
laid for the continuation of con¬ 
struction work at the Chateau Fron- 
tenac, the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way’s palatial hotel in the city of 
Quebec..
